That was an important session of the 
C ity Fathers held last evening, and ti ere 
was a full attendance with a sprinkling I 
of outsiders. 
Mayor Noble called the 
meeting to order about eight o'clock 
Af­ 
ter a formal approval of record J ohn L. 
Lord made a request to erect a carriage 
and wagon shop on Water street which 
was granted 
He wished to build a wood­ 
en building covered with iron thus mak 
ing it fire proof outside. 
The building 
will be sixty by twenty five feet, two 
stories bigh. 
A petition for a street lamp 
on the corner of Boyd and Giibraith 
streets North Dixon, was refered to the 
committee. 
A petition for a temporary 
crossing by the merchants on the south 
side of Main street, on account of the 
building" that are being erected; was 
granted. 
Put Whalen and J no Rowell were grunt­ 
ed permission to transfer their licenses to 
sell liquor from their old to new places <>f 
business. 
The matter of properly disin 
feeting Hazelwood, used as a pest house, 
ami taking care of the property there 1 e 
longing to the city,refered to the city mar 
shal 
City Attorney A. F 
Wingert sent in 
his resignation, which w„ s accepted 
A1 
dermun Dixon proposed the name of Ed 
ward Wingert in place <>f A. F 
and he 
was appointed. 
J as. A Hawley was then given an op 
portuuity to speak in behalf of the Dixon 
Water Company 
He stated that J . L) 
Crabtree. J no Wasley and himself were 
n >w ab e to speak by authority for th< 
company. 
The works had been run at a 
loss to the stockholders from the start. 
The present company he did not think 
should be held responsible for the con 
duct of former superintendents 
What 
was now proposed was this: 
If the city 
will pay the quarter hydrant rental now 
due the Water Company, amounting to 
$1.238 77, he, with the other managers, 
would give bonds to immediately drill an 
artesian well for the purpose of furnish 
ing from such a source water for the city. 
They would immediately engage for the 
work Mr. Miller, who sunk the well for 
the milk company. 
It was thought that 
a good Mow could be struck without any 
very great difficulty. 
Miller would guar 
antee water for an additional two huu 
dred dollars, over and above the price per 
foot for drilling, which the Water com 
pany propose to give. 
They would spend 
the $1.233.75 and $3000 more in getting 
good water and doing the best they can 
to please the people of Dixon. 
The city's 
contract with the Water company does 
not, lie said, call for artesian water but 
for vva’er as pure as that of Rock river 
when filtered and made as pure as possi 
ble. 
T he T klkorafh may here state that 
the hydrant rental withheld 
by the city 
was on account of the bad 
service when 
the pipes were frozen during the» winter. 
After Mr. Hawley’s statement on motion 
of Alderman Dixon, seconded by Alder­ 
man Appleford, tin* back rental was un a n ­ 
imously granted. 
Several aldeymcn made 
hort speeches of protest but finally, for 
the general good, voted for the payment 
>f back rental, as pun* artesian water was 
much desired by all. 
'to give a complete 
understanding of the situation we may 
here state that at a meeting of the coun­ 
cil night before last, in a "ort of executive 
-ession, Mayor Noble gave notice that he 
would not sign an order for the withheld 
hydrant rental, though the council 
er suit 
it, unless compelled to do so by ~ome 
court. 
He aid the Water Company had 
not lived up to its contract and therefore 
he believed it sh mid not be paid for 
services not rendered. 
However, as the 
uncii ha? unanimously agreed upon a 
compromise with the Water Company 
that may place the matter in a different 
light, 
I he city inar-ha! reported tines asses- i 
ed fifteen dollars, fine" collected fifteen 
dollars. 
The fire and water committee reported 
that in case additional lights were wanted 
the Dixon Gas Company would put up 
street lamps free of cost, if on the line of 
the n ains; if not on the line,and required 
new pipe.at the cost of five cents per foot, 
I he Dixon Electric Light and Power

They agree to furnish twelve arc lights of 
two thousand candle power each to I e
